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Benjamin Solari Parravicini - Artista Visionario y Psiquico 


Benjamin Solari Parravicini (8 de agosto de 1898 — 13 de diciembre 
de 1974) fue un artista plastico argentino reconocido por sus notables 
habilidades psiquicas para predecir acontecimientos futuros. Entre 
sus supuestas visiones se incluyen el lanzamiento del Sputnik 2, la 
llegada de la televisión, el desarrollo de la inseminación artificial, los 
atentados del 11 de septiembre, la crisis de Suez de 1956, la 
Revolución Cubana y el ascenso de Fidel Castro, entre muchos otros 
sucesos históricos de gran relevancia. 


Biografía 


Nacido el 8 de agosto de 1898 en Buenos Aires, Benjamín Solari 
Parravicini fue el mayor de ocho hermanos. Se le apodaba 
cariñosamente "Pelón" debido a su calvicie. Sus padres, Benjamín 
Tomás Solari y Dolores Parravicini Noriera, fomentaron su talento 
artístico desde temprana edad. 


Parravicini dedicó su vida a la pintura y desarrolló una carrera exitosa. 
En 1927, durante una exposición de arte en Buenos Aires, fue 
felicitado por el entonces presidente de Argentina, Marcelo Torcuato 
de Alvear. Más adelante, recibió reconocimientos en una muestra 
internacional de arte en la ciudad capital y fue invitado a exponer en 
Lieja, Bélgica, donde ganó una medalla de oro e impresionó al rey 
Alberto I, quien compró una de sus obras. 


Además de su carrera como pintor, Parravicini fue profesor de arte en 
el Liceo Español de Buenos Aires. La municipalidad de la ciudad lo 
nombró encargado del Departamento de Artes y director de la galería 
de exposiciones, cargos que desempeñó durante varios años. 


Obras artisticas y exposiciones

Habilidades paranormales 


Durante su infancia, Parravicini afirmaba tener contacto con hadas, 
ángeles y duendes. Según se cuenta, podía encontrar objetos y 
personas perdidas con facilidad, lo que preocupaba a su padre, 
psiquiatra. A pesar de numerosas pruebas médicas, no se le 
diagnosticó ninguna enfermedad. Una de sus primeras premoniciones 
fue una “guerra que estallaría en el '14”, anunciando así el inicio de la 
Primera Guerra Mundial. 


Entre 1936 y 1972, Parravicini creó más de mil dibujos “proféticos”, 
conocidos como “psicografías”. Sus seguidores creen que estos 
predijeron con precisión grandes acontecimientos mundiales, como la 
llegada de la televisión, la comunicación por satélite, la fertilización in 
vitro y los ataques del 11 de septiembre. Uno de los dibujos más 
famosos, realizado en 1939, representa la Estatua de la Libertad con 
edificios derrumbándose de fondo, acompañado de un mensaje que 
dice: “La libertad de Norteamérica perderá su luz. Su antorcha no 
alumbrará como ayer, y el monumento será atacado dos veces.” 


Parravicini afirmó que, debido a sus creencias católicas, al principio 
destruyó muchos dibujos que no le tenían sentido. Describía sentir 
que una fuerza externa guiaba su mano mientras dibujaba y 


escuchaba una voz durante el proceso. Él creía que se trataba de su 
ángel guardián, José Fray de Aragón. 


Abducción extraterrestre 


Según el ufólogo Fabio Zerpa, amigo cercano de Parravicini, el artista 
experimentó una abducción extraterrestre. Afirmó que mientras se 
encontraba sentado en un banco de la Avenida 9 de Julio en Buenos 
Aires, se le acercaron dos seres de ojos blanquecinos, similares a lo 
que más tarde se conocería como alienígenas nórdicos. Una luz 
intensa los transportó a una sala circular con paneles luminosos y un 
tubo central. Uno de los seres le comunicó telepáticamente: “Tienes 
que predicar el amor. El universo es armonía. Tu comportamiento es 
agresivo. Tenemos varios elegidos. Nos volveremos a encontrar.” 
Parravicini regresó al mismo banco tres horas después, a las 6:40 
p.m. 


La vida y obra de Benjamín Solari Parravicini continúan fascinando a 
muchos, difuminando las fronteras entre el genio artístico y la visión 
profética. Su legado perdura tanto como artista destacado como figura 
de misticismo e intriga.

El Reloj Profético 


Las premoniciones de Benjamín Solari Parravicini tienen su base 
en los acontecimientos histórico-bíblicos del pueblo de Israel. El 
año 1947 es el punto de partida del reloj profético de 12 horas de 
Benjamín Solari Parravicini... 


El reloj profético del "Pelón" comenzó a mover sus manecillas en la 
semana "64", con la promesa del ángel Gabriel sobre el regreso del 
pueblo santo a la antigua tierra de Israel, y culmina en la semana 
"75". Estas semanas, como hemos visto, se cuentan en períodos 
de "7" años.
